sideration. Many friends of the bill think it 
would be betterpolicy to let it go until next 
December. The inter-state commerce bill. 
which is vext to the tariff, is the measure that 
would consume most time, may also be laid 
aside until next session. With these two bills 
sidestracked, congress ought to find no diffi- 
culty in adjourning by the Ist of July. Lead- 
ing republican senators say the senate has no 
discussion to delay adjournment and can keep 
np with any pace the house may set. 
SECRETARY MANNING 

is going to Warm Springs, Virginia, tomorrow. 
He will probably spend the summer there so 
asto be near Washington and {within early 
reach for consultation in reference to treasury 
mattcrs at the white house and at the depart- 
ment. 

The secretary has tendered his resignation, 
but the president has prevailed on him to take 
a leave of absence until his health improves, 
instead of giving up his office. 

THE CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION, 
” Thetroubles of the civil service commission 
accumulate. The . legislative appropriations 
bill now under consideration in the house 
makes their salary dependent on the modifica- 
tion of their rules'which seriously atridge 
their powers. In addition to this attack on 
their present prerogatives, the commissioners 
find themselves threatened with a loss of their 
official quarters. Ever since the organization 
ofthe board that body has been quartered in 
the annex to the agricultural bureau building.

A short time ago Commissioner Coleman noti- 
fied the board that they would have to move 
out by the firstof July,as on that day he would 
put carpenters at work making the alteration 
which he desired in their quarters, so as to fit 
them for the use of his bureaus. Under the 
Jaw the secretary of the interior is directed to 
assign or provide quarters for the civil service 
commissioners and their employes. Secretary 
Lamar baving been informed of the notice 
which Commissioner Coleman had served upon 
the civilservice board,rented for their use the 
house on H street, formerly occupied by the 
Chinese legation, at anannual rent of 32,400. 
That house is now under the “control of the 
commission, but so far Mr. Randall and Mr. 
Holman have refused to make provision for the 
payment ofthe rent. They are not actuated 
in their refusal by any hostility to the civil 
service commission, but by a desire to reduce 
the amount paid annually by the government 
in renting houses for the use of the govern. 
ment. The ideaof Mr. Randall and of Mr, 
Holman is to make an addition to the pension 
building to accommodate the civil service 
commission and others. In the meantime the 
committee is in arather uncertain position, 
although there is no likelihood of Secretary 
Tamar allowing them to be found without 
quarters. j

COMMISSIONER BLACK’SCIRCULAR 


eeithe Senate Inquiring of the Secretary of the 


Interior Concerning It. 

WASHINGTON, June 4.—In. the senate Mr 

alls offered a resolution which, on objec- 
by Mr. Beck went over till tomorrow, 
lling on the secretary of the interior to in- 
tm the senate whether acertain circular 
had been issued by the commissioner of the 
general land office, with the apnroval of the 
‘secretary of the interior. The resolutidn re- 
cites in full the recent circular to registers 
and receivers of land offices, stating that no 
new application or entry under the preemp- 
tion, timber culture, desert land acts 
would be received pending legislation 
by congress on the repeal of 
those acts. The resolution then proceeds to 
direct the secretary of the interior to inform 
the senate by what act it was claimed con- 
gress had delegated to the commissioner of the 
general land office, or to the secretary of the 
interior, or to those oflicers jointly, power to 
suspend , by executive order, the operation 
throughout the United States of the pre-enip- 
tion, timber culture and desert land acts and 
to deny to citizens of the United States their 
rights under said acts. 

Mr. Dawes and Senator Morgan submitted 
the report of committee on Indian affairs on 
its investigations of the ;condition of the In- 
dians in the Indian territory and other re- 
servations, as directed by legislation of June 
11, December 3, 1884, and February 23, 1885. 
The report is very long. The principle sub- 
jects investigated by the committee are the 
present industrial, social, moral and political 
condition of the five civilized tribes. Incident- 
ally other smaller tribes not so advanced in 
civilization received the attention of the com- 
mittee. The leading and more important 
facts touch the claims of the Creeks and Semi- 
nolesin Oklahoma and the pretenses of the 
right of entry upon these lands by bands of 
colonists who claim that they were open to 
settlement as part of the public domain, are 
set — in evidence submitted with the re- 

rt. 

On motion of Mr. Edmunds, the Chinese in- 
demnity bill was taken up, but was informally 
jaid aside at the request of Mr, Allison, to 
permit the consideration of the consular and 
diplomatic appropriation bill. 

At 2 o'clock the consular and diplomatic ap- 
propriation bill went over and the Chinese 
indemnity bill was taken up.

THE HOUSE PROCEEDINGS.

A Doorkeeper’s Offense—Mr. Boutelle and 
the Duties of lish. 

WASHINGTON, June 4.—In the house, Mr. 
Cox, of North Carolina, called up as a question 
of privilege the report of the committee on 
civil service reform relative to the appropria- 
tion for the improvement of levees at Jefferson- 
ville, Ind. The report is accompanied bya 
resolution dismissing L. F, Warder (assistant 
doorkeeper) from the service of the house. 

Mr. Ward, of Indiana, offered as substitute a 
resolution declaring that the évidence in this 
case does not sustain the charges; that if ts 
improper for any officer or employe of the 
house to seek to influence legislation, either 
directly or indirectly, and that the action of 
Warderas agent of the City of Jeffersonville. 
at a time when said Warder was an em- 
ploye of the house, in securing the services of 
an attorney for the purpose of influencing legis- 
lation is disapproved by the house. 

After along and sharp debate Ward with- 
drew his resolution, and Mr. Oates, of Ala- 
hbama, offered in lieu thereof a resolution de- 
claring that the conduct of Luther F. Warder, 
being at the time an employe cof the house, in 
roceiving money from the city of Jeiferson- 
ville, Ind., to employ counsel to influence leg- 
islation of congress, was a gross impropriety, 
and expressing the emphatic condemnatien of 
the house thereof; but stating that the evi- 
dence adduced, in the opinion of the house, 
does not require his expulsion from the office 
he holds. This resolution was agreed to— 
yeas 140, nays 67. 

Mr. Boutelle, of Maine, introduced a bill ra- 
lating ito duties on fish. Referred. The 
bill repeals and strikes from the free list para- 
graphs providing for the free importation of 
“fish, fresh for immediate consumption.” 
“Fish sounds or fish bladders, fish tongues, 
cod rounds, hake sounds, fish skins and 
shrimps or other shellfish.” Under schedule G, 
provisions, it increases the duty on mackerel 
from 1 to2 cents per pound; on herring, pick- 
led or salted, from one-half to one cent per 
pound; on salmon, pickerel and other fish, 
pickled, in barrels and salted cod, from one to 
two cents per pound; on foreignecaught fish, 
imported otherwise thanin barrels or half 
barrels, whether fresh,smoked, dried, salted 
or pickled, not specially enumerated or pro- 
vided for, from 50 cents to 31 per 100 pounds; 
on anchovies and sardines in boxes, increased 
from 10, 5, 2: cents per box, to 15,7) and 4 
cents per box. When imported in any other 
form than in tin boxes,"increased 40 to 50 per 
cent advalorem. 

The paragraph providing fora duty on tin 
cans containing free fish is stricken out. The 
duty on fish preserved in oil, other jthan an- 
chovies and sardines, is increased from 30 to 40 
per cent, advalorem, and on salmonand all 
other fish prepared or preserved from 25 to 30 
per cent advalorem. Theact is to. take effect 
thirty days after approval. 

Mr. Boutelle says, in reference to the bill, 
that the so-called relatiatory provision recently 
aided by congress to the:shipping bill, how- 
everiproper and justifiable, will not,be regarded 


with much conecrn by the  Cana- 
dians. as the do not care 
much for the privilege of purchasing 


bait or supplies in our ports. He proposes, 
therefore. to deal with the fishery question 
practically by terminating the free importa- 
tion of fish and increasing the import duties 
on all fish, thus compelling Canadians to pay 
more for the privilege of selling their fish in 
the United States. 

The house then, at 4:40, took a recess until 
8 o’clock, the evening session to be for the 
| consideration of pension bills. 

THE EVENING SESSION. 

The house at its evening session passed 17 
pension bills, and at 11:50 o’clock adjourned 
until tomorrow. 

During the course of the evening Mr. 
Wheeler, of Alabama, made a bitter attack 
— Mr.Stanton for his action when secretary 
of war, which excited some comment and 
which will probably be replied to some time 
in the future. 


SECRETARY MANNING:RESIGNS. 


His Bad Health Prompts the Act—The Cor- 
respondence. 


WASHINGTON. June 4.—The following cor- 
respondence is made public this evening. 

WASHINGTON, May 20.—My dear sir: I have de- 
cided to place in your hands my resignation of the 
oflice which you did methe honor to ask me to 
accept fifteen months ago. 

My reasons for this decision are both public and 

ersonal. Since the partial recovery of my health 

as permitted me to reflect upon the demands of 
the public service, to which I had given [perhaps 
too freely all my strength: and upon conditsons 
resuming my labors at your s’de, I have not for a 
— questioned what must be my present 
uty. 

The full recovery of my health is pronounced to 
be an affair of weeks, anda longer period of rest, 
especially during the hot months, is prescribed, or 
at least advised, as a prudent requirment there- 
after. Compliance with this advice would not be 
practicable were I to resume now the general! di- 
rection of treasury epartment, 
even if abating somethin of the energy 
which _ it seemed needful to expend 
in the first yearof my work. Supervision at a dis- 
tance would be more hindrance than help tothe 
acting vocgeer ag But it is not befitting that a de- 
partment of the government, so difficult and so 
important, should be admjnistered bv a convales- 
cent studious of parrying its daily exactions, nor 
that the watchful control of its enormous infiuence 
or the direction of its fiscal policies, even under 
your wise lead, should be attempted by any one 
concerned about husbanding his strength. 

The reforms in our fiscal policy, which you have 
maintained, and which have been framed and 
commended to the wisdom of the legislative 
branch, are reforms necessary to our safety, bind- 
ing in honor, obligatory in the traditions of de- 
mocracy, and set down with promises in our stat- 
ute book. Our present tariff laws are a needless 
oppression instead of an easy burden. Our cur- 
rency is achaos into which we pour from forced 
purchases of one of the precious metals mechani- 
cal increment, under the coinage law, so ill. 
judged and untimely that it hinders the opening 
of our mints to the natural and unlimited coinage 
of beth metals, and the free expanion of our goid 
and silver coin along with the growing needs of a 
mighty people. 

All our needful customs revenue might be co)- 
lected by strictly revenue duties upon a few score 
articles, instead of by extravagant or prohibitory 
duties upon more than four thousand articles. The 
mere machinery of the administration by its own 
mass and complexity checks Gown and crushes out 
the enterprise it assumed to protect. 

A better currency than elsewhcre exists might be 
had by afew lines of repealing and empowering 
legislation, followed by two or three years of capa- 
ble administration of the treasury and joined 
with the present sagacious conduct of our 
foreign policy by the state department. Under 
the operation of the currency laws and the tariff 
laws, now in force, which you and the forty-ninth 
congress were elected by the people to repeal and 
reform; the burdened industries of our country 
are plunging heavily alone miry roads toward 
foreseen danger. We talk of Reet, our re- 
spective share of the disaster instead of knockin 


off our self-imposed fetters and releasing genera 
rosperity, etc. This is not in my deliberate 
udgment, a time when a& president 


can delay to provide, or afford to dispense with, an 
actual as wellas titular head of thetreasury de- 
partment. The fiscal polic} of the federal govern- 
ment in respect to a debt so large, taxation so per- 
yvasive and a currency which is universal, cannot 
fail of being a chief factor in the national and in- 
dividual well-being. Your own duty, to which you 
a = } ne _— clear = — 
nching ; the duty of .congress 

remises, and fhe laws which may yet be enacted 

or the guidance of the treasury department, will 


require that you be assisted in their administrations 
by an officer capable of fullefficiency and unwea- 
ried circumspection. 

Permit me, therefore, without hesitation to ac- 
cept my temporary disability as a summons to 
stand aside and make way for one immediately 
capable of fulfilling§fevery requirement of 
the public service.

EXECUTIVE MaNSIoN, WASHINGTON, June 1—My 
Dear Mr. Manning: I have received your letter 
in which your resignation is tendered as secretary 
of thetreasury. The sentiments therein contained 
are entirely in keeping with the devotion to pub- 
lic duty and loyalty to the interests of the govern- 
ment which have characterized your relations to 
the present administration. Iam not surprised, 
thcugh much impressed, by the concern which 
‘ou evince forthe correction of abuses and the 
inauguration ofreformsto which in your letter 
ycu sllude, ana which bave been so often topics of 
our apxious conversation. Ihave hoped that the 
Cay was at hand when the party to 
which we belong, influenced largely by faith 
and confidence in yon andin the wisdom of your 
views, would be quickened in the sense of respon- 
Fibility and led to more harmoaious action upon 
a questions with which you have had 
to acai. 

In considering your proposed resignation, I 
should be strongly inclined, by my personal regard 
and friendship and by the value of your services to 
the country, to beg you to at once and entirely 
abandon your inclination to relinquish your part 
of the arduous duty, but I am convinced that I 
should not do this and that in all I suggest and 
a I should have much at heart your weifare and 
safety. 

You have placed your resignation in my hands. 
My responsibility here begins, and I know that 
responsibility will be met and the wishes of the 
people of the land fully answered. when! ask 
you to postpone forawhile any insistance upon 
the acceptance of your resignation, and that your 
final conclusion thereon may be delayed until the 
effects of continued rest and freedom from 
official: duties upon your condition may 
be better tested, I therefore 
earnestly request you to accept leave of absence 
until the first day of October next, when, if you 
Gesire it, the question of your resignation may be 
resumed with, perhaps, a better means of judging 
all the facts and probabilities which should be 
considered in its determination. 

Hoping that you will consent to this suggestion, 
and trusting that your encouraging progress toward 
restoration to health may continue, I am faith- 
fully your friend, GROVER CLEVELAND.

REPORTERS RESIEGING THE COTTAGE. 

PiTTspurG, June4.—The Chronicle-Tele- 
graph’s Deer Dark special says the cottage up 
in the grove back of the hotel, in which the 
president and his bride are spending their 
honeymoon, is in a state of siege. An army of 
newspaper men are entrenched inthe Balti- 
more and Ohio depot, 200 yards from the cot- 
tage and in full view of it. An army of Balti- 
more and Ohio detectives are seated on bench- 
es and tree stumps within 100 yardsof the 
cottage, and thus far only one person has 
succeeded in getting to the cottage, that being 
ex Senator Henry Davis. Mr. and Mrs. Cleve- 
land remained inthe cottage most of the 


morning. Mrs, Cleveland appeared on 
the porch about ten o'clock and 
sat there reading papers, the 


mail being taken from the postoflice for the 


first time this morning by the president. Mrs . 


Cleveland seemed amused and interested at 
the cordon of news gatherers and detectives 
around her. The president came out fora 
few minutes after his bride retired and did not 
appear to notice what was going on about him. 
At one o’clock Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland walked 
over to Senator Davis's cottage for lunch. No 
one ventured to intrude on the pair as they 
walked slowly over the half mile of tanbark 
walk between the houses. Senator Davis and 
his wlfe were the only companions of the 
presidentand Mrs. Cleveland at lunch, and 
about 2 o'clock the senator’s bay team and 
double seated drag conveyed the party up the 
broad road to Oakland. They turned at the 
edge of town and came back. The only inci- 
dent which has occurred to show any attempt 
at courtesy was the sending of a handsome 
basketof trout tothe president by Dr. Mc- 
Canas, of Oakland, whoin return was cordi- 
ally thanked by the president. 
HOW THE DAY WAS PASSED. 

The president and his wife are enjoying their 
fteedom and seclusion here. They spoent a 
greater part of the day in the open air, either 
walking or driving in company with ex-Senator 
Davis. As an evidence of the unostentatious 
manner in which they are living here,.it may 
be stated that Mr. and Mrs. Davis 
only arrived here last night 
and intended psying their visit of congratu- 
lation this morning after breakfast, if it 
should be agreeable to Mrs. Cleveland, To 
their surprise, before breakfast this morning, 
the president and his bride were seen wend- 
ing their way up to the sawdust walk lead- 
ing to the Davis cottage. They had thrown 
aside all ceremony in the matter and instead 
of waiting for the usual first call had paida 
visit themselves. This relieved the 
ex-senatorof an embarrassment that he might 
have felt in the matter of calling on the 
newly married couple. The president today 
expressed himself very well pleased with the 
freedom from annoyance which the represen- 
tatives of the press here have so far permitted 
him toenjoy. A boxof rare cut flowers was 
received here today by express from Cincinnati. 
Colonel Lamont is expected to arrive tomor- 
row night. It was stated today that the pres- 
ident’s visit might extend beyond the week 
originally determined on. Mr. and Mrs. Davis 
called on the president and his wife tonight 
and the evening was spent in conversation. 

Soon after the visitors left the lights in the 
president’s cottag. were put out. 


AMONG THE COMMITTEES. 


Confederate Bondholders Want Pay—Other 
Gossip. 

WASHINGTON, June 4,—The house commit- 
tee on war claims today listened to an argu- 
ment by Judge Fullerton, of New York, repre- 
senting confederate bondholders, who urged 
the redemption of those bonds by the govern- 


ent. 

Senator Cullom today submitted as an 
amendment to the river and harbor appropria- 
tion bill the ‘‘Hennepin canal” bill. 

Acting Secretary Fairchild today telegraphed 
as follows to the collector of customs at Key 
West, Fla.: 

Release the Spanish schooners Paco and Isa- 
bella, uniess forfeited under section 4,172 of the 
rev statutes, or under s<ction 4,577. and re- 
lease the cargo, unless forfeited under section 4,377 
of the revised statates. Fishing in the weters of 
the United Stetes does not entail forfeiture on a 
foreign vessel. 

Secretary Bayard this afterneon received a 
telegtam from Consul.General Phelan at Hal- 
ifax, as follows: 

‘‘American merchant yessels can purchase fresh 


fish of all kinds.”

UNFIT TO LIVE. 


THE HANGMAN’S RECORD OF Y&S- 
TERDAY. 


TwoNegro Murderers of «6 White Boy Dieos the 
Scéffoldat Winchester, Va—Jim Barter Pro- 
teste His Innocence at Lebanon, Tenz., 

But is Hung All the Same, Etc. 


WINCHESTER, Va., June 4.—Wes Honesty 
and Tably Banks, negroes, were hanged at 
9:22 o’clock this morning, for the murder of 
Joseph McFaul on the night of November 114, 
1£54. Religious services in the jail were con- 
ducted by Rey. J. P. Hyde Koontz and Fx- 
horter E. J. Evans and Rev. Whitmore. 
Captain Denton, of the salvation army, was 
also present. They lasted about an hour, and 
the sacrament was administered. The crimi- 
nals then marched with the officials and min- 
isters. They stepped up firmly ten steps to 
the floor of the scaffold. Banks began to 
tremble violently, but Honesty stood firm on 
the trap door. Mr. Moody’s hymn, “There is 
Light in the Valley,” was then sung by re- 
quest, both joining in loudly. The ministers 
returned to the jail steps. Honesty said: 

“I thank God Iam converted,and I am going 
home to heaven. No man’s blood rests on my 
soul. Ihave not to answer for it. I thank 
all the officers and ministers for their kind- 
ness.” 

Banks said: 

“Tam not guilty of what is put on me. I 
want to meet all my friends in heaven.”’ 

Their arms were then pinioned, the black 
cap drawn over their heads and in a loud voice 
both cried out: 

“Gcod-bye, God be with you.” 

The trap was sprung by a wire running into 
thecell in rear of the scaffold. The limbs of 
Shanks were drawn up convulsively several 
times, and Honesty’s twice. At 15 minutes to 
ten o'clock the physicians pronounced them 
dead, the necks of both being broken. The 
military under Captain Milton guarded the 
jail. About seventy-five spectators were pres- 
ent.

HANGING AT LEBANON, TENN. 


Jim Baxter Swings for the Murder of a 


Woman, 

NASHVILLE, June 4.—[Special.]—The hang- 
ing of Jim Baxter at Lebanon today was a very 
quiet affair and attracted few people to town. 
(nly twelve persons were inside the inclosure 
where the execution took place. Baxter’sneck 
was not broken, but he strangled to death in 
fifteen minutes, after which his body was 
turned over to his relatives. He denied tothe 
last that he was guilty. The crime for which 
he was executed was peculiarly atrocious. (On 
the night of the 12th of last September Mrs. 
Martha Lane was found dying in 
her own house, on a prominent street of Leba- 
non. Her brains had been beaten out with a 
four-pound stone from her own fireplace. She 
was speechless until the day before her death, 
when she described the assailants. Baxter. 
who had been suspected, was brought in and 
she identified him as the murderer. Andrew 
Church was arrested as an accomplice, and a 
detective placed in a cell with Church and 
Baxter secured from Church a full confession 
of how he waited outside the door to vive the 
alarm while Baxter killed Mrs. Lane.

INFURIATED WOMEN. 


Mothers Place Their Babes on the Railroad 
Track toStop Trains, 

CHIcAGO, June 4.—There wasa report this 
morning at Cummings that the Rock Island 
road would move four cars loaded with nails 
made by new men at Cummings’s nail works. 
As several of the strikers had been enjoined 
from interfering in any way with the working 
of the mills, tlife removal of these cars was 
prevented ina pecnliar way. Ten o'clock was 
the hour when the engines were expected up 
and before that 


from south Chicago, ar 
hour women and children to the 
number of two hundred, wives 


and families of former employes, assembled 
with sticks in their hands, around the termi- 
nus of the railroad tracks and opposite to the 
entrance to the nail works. Females were 
sent down the track towards South Chicago to 
appprise the party ef the engine’s approach. 
While these were keeping guard, a contingent 
was dispatched to the residence of Tom Bethel, 
4 non-union man, who was moving to Cole- 
hour for safety. Mrs. Bethel was alone super- 
intending the packing of household goods when 
she was startled by the beating of tin pans 
and wild hoots and yells. Several windows 
were smashed by boulders, and she was be- 
rated roundly by the women and children 
until the police dispersed the party. They 
returned tothe depot, and at the same time 
one of the pickets camerunning breathlessly 
along the track, waving her shawl and shout- 
ing ‘tothe cars!” This was signaling the ap- 
proach of the engine. Then there was a rush 
to where the loaded cars were standing. 

Mothers, with infants in arms, and dragging 
youngsters by the hand, hurried along. All 
ages were répresented. Mothers grouped their 
little ones along the track some distance ahead 
of the first freight car and packed them ac- 
cording to age on the rails, the youngest to- 
ward the approaching engine, the mothers and 
grown up daughters taking position in the 
ie?r. Theengine steamed up slowly, but see- 
ing the living obstacle on the track reversed and 
returned to south®Chicago. Then the‘Amazons 
dispersed and on tbeir return jeered and 
abused the representatives of the company at 
the gate, calling them the most approrious 
bames, the police by their presence only pre- 
venting an infliction of violence by the infa- 
riated women. 

At two o’clock whenthe engines appeared 
again, fully 2,000 women and children were 
thronpging the tracks and apparently as deter- 
mined as before to hold them. Captain Hunt, 
with sixty policemen from Hyde Park, hid 
reported in the meantime and attempted to 
clear the tracks, but could doit only with 
great difficulty. The women, feeling 
sure they would not be clubbed, refused to 
move, or moved very slowly when told to do 
so, and closed up again onthe tracks unless 
absolutely held back by the officers. The en- 
gines were unable to get by them without 
killing them. The greatest excitement pre- 
vailed, and all attempts made to move the 
cars proved futile. 

During the evening the tracks were finally 

cleared of women and children. Then new 
complications arose. The train men unani- 
mously refused to liftahand toward moving 
two cars loaded with socalled ‘“‘scab” nails. 
& The Rock Island officials at once discharg- 
ed the entire crew, engineers firemen and al! 
concerned, including the switchmen. There 
is a possibility that the affair will lead to seri- 
rious trouble between the railroad and the va- 
rious unions of whicl.the offending train men 
are members,

THE KNICHTS OF LABOR. 


Finishing up the Business of the Conven- 
tion— Departure of Delegates, 

CLEVELAND, O., June 4.—Ths executive 
beard of the Knights of Labor held a session 
this morning and three hours later adjourned, 
Mr. Powderly then went home and Mr. Bailey 
returned home to Shawnee, Ohio.

LABOR TROUBLES. 


The Third Avenue Car Strike in New York.— 
The Situation Elsewhere, 


New YorK, June 4.—For several days there 
was nothing of incident to notice in the strike 
of Third avenue railroad employes, Cars were 
running with afull complement of drivers 
and eonductors, and the strike was looked 
upon as practically ended. Today, however, 
two of the new driverson the cars running 
from Harlem to 65th street jumped from their 
earsat 94th street and ran away. About the 
same time one driver and three conductors 
abandoned their cars at Grand street. A tem- 
porary blockade of the line was caused. It is 
rumored that others of the men who have taken 
the place of strikers will alsoabandon their 
cars at various points along the line. 

One of the cars was abandoned by its driver 
on a grade near Ninety-fourth street. A 
striker named John Casey pulled the pin that 
couples the traces to the cars, and Joseph De- 
lancy and James Patterson kicked the horses 
into forward action. The car, which con- 
tained several school children, started down 
grade backward. Jt had attained considera- 
ble speed when stopped, but nobody was 
hurt. The driver says that the reins were 
snatcked from his hands,and that he was 
knocked down when he attempted to follow 
his team. The horses finally ran into an ele- 
vated railroad pillar. Casey, Delaney and 
Patierson were arrested aud held in 3700 bail 
for trialon charge of interfering with rail- 
road property. 

BurraLo,June 4.—The strke of journeymen 
bakers still continues,but fears of a famine are 
dispelled by the action of the bosses, who have 
united and are baking in one or twoof the 
largest bakeries and when work 
was finished this morning they 
had turned out 20,000 loaves which, with an 
additional 10.000 loaves from four union shops 
which arerunning, is sufficient to do away 
with any serions inconvenience. The boss 
bakers expect to keep up the supply in this 
way, and are firm {in their refusal of their 
employes demands.

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SALISBURY AND BLAINE, 


HIS LORDSHIP CRITICISES THE 
GENTLEMAN FROM MAINE. 


He Hopes That Mr. Blaine Will Quote Him Corrsetiy 
~The Press of London Also Takes the Matter 
in Rand—The Latest Phase of the Homes 
Rule Bill—The Debate in Commons. 


Lonpon, June 4,—Mr. Gladstone, replying 
to Thomas Henry Bolton, liberal member for 
north St, Pau}, in the house of commons this 
evening, said: 

“I hold it to be indisputable, indeed elementary, 
thet the voting of a second reading of the home- 
rule Lill affirms only the prineiple of the establish- 
ment of an Irish legislative body to transact busi- 
ness COnCeTuing purely Irish as distinct from tm- 


periaiefairs. The government consider and hold 
themselves free to accept any proposals 
which may be esnbmitted to them previous 


tothe autumn session consistent with [five more 
conditions which they gensider essential to the 
solution of the question, including Irish represen- 
tatives at Westminster to take part in the diseus- 
sion and settlement of imperial business. The 
government are not ouly at ee but are in duty 
bound to consider any such amendments.’’ 

This statement. it was thought in the lobbies 
of the house of commons tonight, wonld cause 
number waverers to decide to vote for the bill 
avd possibly secure its second reading. 

There is a lull in the excitement of the house 
of commons, but attempts to influence the dis- 
senters continue to be made. The (ladston- 
ians says that Mr. Gladstone has prepared for 

londay & statement which, ifit will not in- 
finerce Mr. Chamberlain, will detach many 
of.his supporters. The whips declare that the 
strength of dissenters is the same as it was at 
the beginning of the week. It is rumored 
that an attempt will be made to shelve the 
bill by moving an adjournment 
in order to avert the defeat of the 
government. This indicates the spirit of the 
liberals and the prospects of dissolution which 
are becoming more distasteful to both sections, 
Endless devices are being discussed to bring 
the matter to an amicable conclusion. The 
governivent relies chiefly upon this desire for 
reconciliation. Both partiesare preparing night 
and day for an _ electoral struggle. The 
conservatives and liberal unionists have 
agreed to interchange support where the 
home rulers threaten seats. A strong joint 
effort will be made ir? Scotland to capture 
the seats of the joint supporters. It is ex- 
pected that the division will take place at 2 
o'clock Tuesday morning. Mr, Parnell and 
Sir Michael] Hicks-Beach will speak before 
Mr. Gladstone makes his closing argument. 

Lord Salisury in the house of lords this 
afternoon severely criticized Mr. Blaine for 
his Portland speech. Lord Salisbury said he 
mustdenounce the language used by Mr. 

slaine, “whois canvassing for the exalted 

position of presidency of the United States.” 
He complained that Mr. Blaine misquoted 
him in reference to his utterances respecting 
Irish emigration and added: 

Itused to be an admitted truth that assisting a 
peoy le to emigrate from a country where employ- 
met is scarce and wages are low to another conn- 
try where they can improve their condition was 
dving a beneticient act. There is nothing in my 


suggestion approaching an insuitto the Irish peo- 
ple. Ido not mind Mr. Blaine abusing melf it 
will improve his prospects, but I do hope that in 


the futnre he will quote me correctly. 

Referring to that portion of Morley’s speech 
last evening inthe house of commous which 
contained the statement that Salisbury advo- 
cated twenty vears of coercion in Ireland, 
Lord Salisbury said he must demur to Mr. 
Morley’s quotation. He had never said he fa- 
vored a year of coercion in Ireland. The object 
of his speech was to show that the application 
of the word ‘‘coercion” to measures which bis 
government had recommended for ‘Ireland 
was unequitable and improper. Coercion 
meant Isgislation restraining liberty and di- 
rected against political disaffection. He had 
never recommended legislation in either 
direction. He cesired to legislate in the 
direction of liberty and to defend the inno- 
cent among the population of Ireland against 
the unlawful acts of criminal societies. ‘That 
had never until now been called coercion. 

The earl of Kimberly, colonial secretary, 
replied to Lord Salisbury and said he thought 
the language used by the marquis was justly 
capable of the construction put upon it by 
both Messrs. Blaine and Morley.

—— apes JAILED ON THE CHARGE OF MURDER- 


ING A DEFORMED CHILD. 

Macon, June 3.— [Special.] —Wednesday 
Judge Amos Subers summoned a jury and 
held an inquest on the body of the little negro 
deformed child that died in East Macon Mon- 
day. Several witnesses were sworn. The 
negroes said that on Thursday last‘Joe tied 
the child in a go-cart and tried to force it to 
learn to walk. The little child was six years 
old, but it had been born with a strange defor- 
mity, its head being like any ordinary 
child, but its lower extremities formed like 
a frog, and its only attempt at speaking was a 
dismal croak like that of a frog. Its inability 
to walk seemed to exasperate the brutal man, 
and he kicked it clear across the house, swear- 
ing that if he could kill it and not be found 
out he would doit. He said frequently that 
he wished it were dead and out of his way. 

After the child was kicked it seemed to 
grow ill and continued growing worse until 
Monday, when it died. Its grandmother, who 
was very fond of it, grieved about the matter 
a good deal until, finally, Joe threatened 
to kill her in just three weeks. She became 
frightened and applied to Judge Subers for 
@ wariant and Joe was arrested and placed in 


jail. 


Atthe inquest Dr. McCrary had the body 
exhumed and conducted an autopsy on the 
body. He found the liver and adjacent parts 
badly bruised, witha gill of black blood in 
between the skin and the ribs. The ribs 
themselves showed signs of being badly in- 
jured by the kick. The jury brought ina 
verdict in accordance with the evidence,and 
all were of the opinion that it was a clear caso 
of murder. . 

Joe Kitchens is avery brutal negro. Dn- 
ring the big snow six years ago, ho killed a 
man. Jie had sworn previously that on the 
first day of January following he would kill 
him, and sure enough on that day he took his 
gun and shot him dead. 

For this crime he was tried ard sentenced 
to serve five yearsin the chaingang, which 
sentence has not been completed a great while. 
General indignation is expressed at this last 
brutal act of murdering a deformed idiot just 
to get it out of his way, and he stands a pretty 
good chance of hanging for it, 


Peter Sawyer’s Third Trial. 

Macon, June 4.—[Special.]—Twice previous: 
ly the authorities have had juries summoned 
to try Peter C. Sawyer in a case of lunacy. On 
both occasions the juries failed to convict him. 
His deplorable condition, as stated in these 
columns, induced Mayor Price and Chief C, 
M. Wiley to appoint Drs. Stephens, Walker 
and Johnson as a commission to examine his 
case fully. They spent some time in making 
a careful examination of the case, an® the 
result was they reported him a fit subject for 
the lunatic asylum. Today Judge McManus 
summoned athird jury, of which Mr. Fred 
Abell was foreman, and after hearing the 
statements of Drs. Walker and Stephen, the 
jury returned a unanimous verdict of insanity, 
and recommended that Sawyer be sent to the 
asylum. This was, to say the least, a humane 
verdict, asthe old man may be restored by 
proper treatment.

Next came the sentimental man, who wears 
his hair long, cares not for fashion, and de- 
lights in poetry. jut both these classes of 
men are harmless when compared with that 
strange product of our modern civilization, the 
agnostic. This classis bred in our colleges 
and universities, whither they are _ sent 
by doting parents to study law, medi- 
cine and science, They go, simple 
honest boys, believing in man’s nobility and 
Gcd’s glory; they return, believing only in 
thcir own perfection, chattering glibly of old 
supeistitions, placing the works of Darwin 
above the divine revelation. These men sneer 
at the dude, but they, too, are the slaves of 
fashion. Their ideas arecut to fit the last 
theory of evolution or the latest development 
of agnosticism. We are amazed at. the great 
learning of these men, yet they assure us they 
know nothing, 

We know that this world of oursis a world 
of life, and not of death; the birds sing, the 
flowers bloom; the stars shine inglory above 
ur, and we feel, we know, “the hand that made 
them is divine.” But this agnostic, wisely 
shaking his head, exclaims, “I don’t know; 
I don’t know!” 

The speaker said that in a social life, also, 
the law of supply and demand prevails. If 
there were no foolish girls the dude would 
soon vanish. Ifthere were not women who 
acmired his supposed smartness, the agnostic 
would never be heard from again. Not that 
women are entirely responsible for man’s ac- 
tions, but these men are what they are partly 
because there is a demand for them. 

We are living in an age, when, under the 
inspiration-of a broad, liberal and religious 
spirit. humanity is being exalted, dignified, 
ennobled. Men are demanding the truth. 
It is a grand thing to be a man: conscious of 
the possibilities of life, imbued with the spirit 
. truth, struggling bravely onward in the path 
of duty. 

The speaker, in conclusion, exhorted the 
young ladies to have an exalted ideal of man- 
hood. “Let your ideal be a man, gentle and 
tender, yet strong; strong in intellect, strong 
in moral courage, strong in purity, and crown- 
ed with a loving and noble spirit.”

A Thrifiy Texan Town Outlined—Captein Ferg 
Kyle—Silver Mines Along the Blanco River— 
The Political Gossip of the State—Gov, 
Ireland’s Candidacy for the Senate. 


Kyte, Tex., June 4.—[Special.!—Trave'l- 
ing southward from Austin, over the Interna- 
tional and Great Northern railroad, one is im- 
pressed with the natural beauty ani fertility 
‘of the country, and tourists wonder if there 
can be a lovelier spot anywhere on the face 
of the globe, In the midst of this country, 
and about twenty miles from the capital 
of the state, is located the town of 

KYLE. 

The town was laid out about six years ago, 
and now pnumbers some twelve hundred 
souls, with churches of various denomina- 
tions, a seminary for both sexes that is sec- 


ond to no school in the 
| State in point of education; 
is settled by a refined and 


educated class of people from the older states ; 
is the principal shipping point for two adjoin- 
ing counties, and does a mercantile business 
that older and larger cities might well be 
proud of. The town was namef in honor of 
CAPTAIN FERG KYLE, 
one of our oldest and most highly honored 
citizens, who was among the first to cross the 
Mississippi under the stars and bars, and 
among the last to sheathe his sword and turn 
shis face toward the boundless prairies, which 
' The country around 
Kyle is well adapted to agriculture, and as a 
cattle country 1t cannot be excelled anywh:re 
in the state. The old Austin 
and San Antonio stage road 
runs near the town, and two miles west the 
romantic 
BLANCO RIVER 
ourses its way through clitis and woodlan4s, 
and over lovely prairies in its joarney to t he 
sea. There aremany beautiful Indian legends 
connected with this river which tradition has 
handed down fron: ages, while the old tradi- 
tional Spanish mines that were once supposel 
to have furnished silver in vast quantities to 
the ancient Aztec chieftains, have been the 
theme and dream of many and many a for- 
tune seeker of the present day, who is lured 
from afar only to find that the hope he fol- 
lowed was nothing more than some will-o’the- 
wisp. That 
SILVER DID EXIST 
in this region at one time there is every 
P reason to believe, as traces of mining can be 
found in more than one place on the banks of 
the river, and specimens of fine ore are now 
and then picked up by the prospector. Noone 
has as yet been able to locate the lead, or 
leads, however, and after all these mines may 
have existed more in fancy than in reality. 
On this subject I will speak again in the near 
future, and for the present I will delve a mo- 
ment into the politics of the state.

His nemination by 
the democratic party was by acclamation at 
both conventions, which proves the greatness 
of theman. That he has proven equal to the 
numerous and direful emergencies that have 
arisen in the? last four years in this state is a 
fact that all trne Texans will concede. and one 
that future historians wiil feel proud to record. 
The bome of Governor Ireland is in Seguin, a 
pretty little city some twentv-five miles south- 
east of Kyle, and is a piain, uno:teuta‘tions 
building, surrounded by a pretty yard that 
berders on the rippling Guadalupe river. The 
governor is now a candidate for the United 
States senate to supersede General Sam Bell 
Maxey, and the chances for 
his election are now assured. 
unless some wonderful tidal wave sweeps over 
the country bythe timethe next legislature 
convenes. As governor of Texas, he is a min 
who preserves his dignity without being stiff 
or cold, while at home, he treats his visitors 
with a hospitality that is genuinely southern 
and not socn to be forgotten. He is a deep 
thinker, aets with precision and judgment, 
and when his presence is required, no threat- 
ening danger can deter him for a moment or 
cause him to turn from the course he believes 
to Be right.

We are 
glad to learn that our amiable president 
was no exception to the rule. Bold of mind 
and big of girth as he is, it is to his credit 
that he turned pale and shivered alittle 
when he stood up to be blessed with the 
hand of the woman of his choice. 

It is to be feared, howeyer, that in the 
confusion which followed the ceremony, our 
democratic president forgot, for the moment, 
his democracy. He made a tremendous and 
successful effort to avoid the esteemed re- 
porters.

Dr. Felton says he is satisfied with 
it, but Dr. Felton, in his day and time, has 
been satisfied with a great many things that 
the democratic people of the state could not 
stomach. The doctor’s satisfaction on this 
and other questions should be taken with a 
large lump of salt. 

The real point, so faras the commission 
interest is concerned, is this: Will Mr. Bacon, 
in the remote contingency of his election, 
pledge himself, in filling such vacancies on 
the commission as may occur in due course 
or providentially, to appoint men who will 
construe the law in the interest of the peo- 
ple rather than in the interest of the rail- 
roads.

Dr. Milburn on the Devil. 

Dr. Milburn, the blind chaplain of the 
house of representatives, is quite successfal 
in shocking Washington society.

He got his battery 
in readiness for another shock, and last Sun- 
day he devoted a portion of his sermon toa 
dercription of the devil. 

According to Dr, Milburn it is barbarous 
nonsense to represent the devil as a person- 
age with hoofs, horns, tail and pitchfork. 
That@was the medzival devil. The devil of 
today is a polished gentleman in appearance. 
He has been in London, Paris, New York, 
Washington and San Francisco. He knows 
the world, and knows human nature. He 
moves in the best society and is much ad- 
mired. Hedressesin faultless taste. 
much for his general description. But the 
doctor goes into particulars. He says: 

His cold gray eye looks steadily at you and tas- 
cinates you perhaps. He has thin, delicate lips 
and fine nostrils that are easily curved in scorn. 
One great feature of the modern devil is that he 
never becomes enthusiastic over anything. You 
may show him the most beautiful sunset or natur- 
al view, the most rare and valuable painting or 
piece of statuary, and with his cold gray eye he 
will look steadily atit and make some disparaging 
remark. You cannot point out a man ora woman 
that he will not disparage. He is a cynic, a 
Mephistophiles. He enters your drawing-rooms 
and your churches, He causes trouble and dissen- 
sion everywhere. He disparages the brethren. 

Now this is pretty hard on men with cold 
gray eyes, thin delicate lips and fine nostrils 
It is rough, too, on the critics and men who 
know human nature. We are not surprised 
to learn thatsome very estimable society 
people seriously object to Dr. Milburn’s 
portraiture of the devil. Perhaps such fancy 
sketches are in doubtful taste. Fortunately 
people who desire fuller information on the 
subject are not compelled to go to Dr. Mil- 
burn nor to the devil. 


“Sullen and Grumpy.” 

The disgrace of Simon Tappertit is eclipsed 
by the ignominy of Herr John Most’s down- 
fall. 

We are told by the New York papers that 
the blatant dynamiter and anarchist was sul- 
len and grumpy over his sentence. On his 
way to the penitentiary his extreme ugliness 
was apparent to even his friends. His face 
was white and his eyes and mouth twitched. 

At the prison Most answered the questions 
in a voice so low and husky that his fellow 
convicts were ashamed of him. He gave his 
occupation as journalism and claimed to be 
forty yearsold. Afterthe barber had re- 
lieved bim of his beard he looked worse than 
ever. In the graphic language of an attend- 
ant, he resembled ‘‘a singed cat.’’ 

It was noticed that the left side of Most’s 
lower jaw was entirely caved in, and some 
of his chin was gone. He explained this by 
saying that a mule had kicked him. Getting 
into his convict stripes he shivered with 
fright. A hopeless, forlorn look came upon 
his fece, and his eyes fell before the gaze of 
the by-standers. The other two anarchists 
‘looked upon their chief with amazementand 
disgust. Most was led off whimpering to 
the blacksmith shop where he will be made 
to put the first honest work of his life. 

Anarchists and other outlaws may learn a 
lesson, if they will, from the fate of this 
cowardly ruffan. His punishment and ab- 
ject degradation, or something worse, will 
inevitably befall all who tread in his foot- 
steps. The American people are in no mood 
to be irifled with. 


A Question for the Doctors. 

Speaking of the prevalence of so-called ty- 
phoid fever, the Chicago News rises to ask 
for information. If, as claimed by the sani- 
tarians, the disease is as communicable as 
smal] pox or measles, why does it not develop 
into an epidemic? If the disease is easily 
prevented by simple methods of disintection, 
why is notthis precaution rigidly and uni- 
formly resorted to? : 

It is suggested that the disease known iu 
many parts of the country as typhoid fever 
is not the disease the sanitarians know by 
that pame. The New York Medical Record 
takes this view. Itsays: “‘Statistics regard- 
ing typhoid fever are almost always seriously 
vitiated by doubts as to diagnosis.’’ 

What, then, is typhoid fever? Perhaps 
the recent discovery of the typhoid germ in 
the blocd may be properly utilized so as to 
throw some light upon the subject. Light 
is needed. If the disease supposed to be ty- 
phoid fever is something else, let the doctors 
th it a name, and tell us something about 
it. 


Delicate But Deadly. 

It is generally n to name a man

What in the name of common sense is the use in 
subjecting the people of fiction, primarily meant 
for our entertainment, to a process of psychologi-

of applying to real people whom we know aud 
like or hate our whole lives long? 

It would be impossible to pack into the 
same number of lines more gall and bitter- 
ness. To Howells, James and Cable such a 
criticism is like ashower of vitriol. It is 
merciless, and yet not brutal. The refine- 
ment exhibited in the mode of ttorture makes 
us enjoy in advance the agony of the vic- 
tims. It may be cruel, but critics are like 
surgeons; they have to be cruel at times in 


order to do good. fi 


A Crooked View. 
The noithern Baptists are in a state of 
mind over the developments in the case of 
John H. Deane, of New York. Mr. Deane 


He was very liberal, and during the past 
few years gave his denomination in one way 
and another over half a million dollars. 

Naturally such a man was trusted. The 
financial interests of the American Baptist 
‘Home Mission society were committed to his 
hands for investment. About two years ago 
Mr. Deane failed in business, and it turned 
out that he had invested the trust fands of 
his denomination for his own benefit, and 
the missionary society wasa loser to the 
tune of something over a hundred thousand 
dollars. At the recent meeting ofthe so- 
ciety at Asbury park, the matter was fully 
discussed. It is almost-incredible, but some 
of the ministers present did not appear to see 
Deane’s moral guilt. They claimed that his 
great liberality tothe church should be con- 
sidered as an offset to his defalcation. After 
several speeches on this line a lay delegate 
rose and protested. He called upon the par- 
sons to draw the line between the gospe! of 
Jesus and the gospel of gush. He called the 
defalcation by itsright name, and argued 
that a bankrupt to the extent of half a mil- 
lion, who was now spending $15,000 a year, 
was not entitled to leniency. 

The layman had the best of it. The preach- 
ers saw that their view of the business was 
about as crooked as Deane’s methods, and 
they were glad to abandon it. The society 
then took such action as will place the de- 
faulter where he belongs; and instead of 
holding him up as a man deserving of sym- 
pathy and confidence, he will be dealt with 
from the standpoint of justice and law. It is 
well enough to let criminals know that they 
cannot balance off their good deeds against 
their crimes. When a good man goes wrong 
he must suffer the penalty.

Mr. Fowler speaks with enthusiasm 
of the future of Buenos Ayres. He says the 
city has the natural advantages of Boston, 
New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore and 
Charleston combined.

It has flowing 
by its wharves 4,000 miles of navigable water, 
which comes from all qiarters of the great 
block of rich and ali-producing soil extending 
from the brink of the Amazon basin to Cape 
Horn, a block exceeded in fertility and size 
only by China.

Just across the street, diagonally, from Heidings- 
feldez’s corner is an ancient watering place. It 
stands right in the center of Fifth street. I have 
no idea it wes called “Fifth” street in the times 
when that old well was dug. Sitting there on the 
shaded corner I watched the eager throng as they 
pressed around the moss covered brick curb, cap- 
ped with plankand a venerable pump handle 
stretching out its welcoming arm above the whole.

A long while ago all this beautiful bluff, now 
called Wharf street, was a noble forest of oak, 
hickory, beech, and other lordly trees. Slopins 
gradually downwafd was a piece of fertile land 
covered with forest trees and very little thuder- 
growth. Here, on this slope, the Indians erected 
their wigwams, and speared the great white shad 
around Lover's Leap. At the foot of this slope was 
a deep valley where great magnolias and rough 
eoated gum trees shut out the sunlight. There 
were clumps of cane, and dark pools where the 
scented bay tree grew, and muddy runs above 
which the whip-poor- will and rain crow built their 
nests. But just at the head of thisdell, where the 
highest overfiow never reached, was a spring of 
bubbling water, clear as crystal and sweet to the 
taste.

Five Hundred People Meet General Gordon—Inter- 
esting Incidents of His Reception—Dr. Felton 
Alluded to—The Show of Hands in Favor 
of Gordon—Other Campaign News. 
ns 

Dawson, Ga., June 4,—[{Special.]|—The ar- 
rival here today of General Gordon, and his 
reception by the people, marks an epoch in 
the history of Dawson and Terrell county. 
When the general disembarked from the cars 
he was literally received inthe arms of the 
people. A considerable time elapsed before he 
was released from the embraces of the old sol- 
diers, many of whom positively wept at this 
momentary reunion with their old comman- 
der. ‘The young men vied with the bronzed- 
faced veterans in their tender of enthusiastic 
welcome, and the march from the depot to the 
hotel was signaled by an ovation such as has 
heretofore rever been accorded any one in 
this portion of Georgia. A special feature of 
the occasion was the presence 
of large numbers of ladies on the 
pavements and in the balconles, whose demon- 
strative welcome to the great Georgian but 
intensified the general enthusiasm. 

AT THE COURT HOUSE. 

At the court house he was introduced 

oan assembly of over six hundred people by 


| Mr. Griggs, whose eloquent tribute to General 


Gordon was rectived with hearty applause. 
The appearance of General Gordon, in response 


_ to the introduction, was the signal for a storm 


of cheers, which was repeated again and again 
during the progress of his speech. He began 
with a glowing compliment to the ladies of 
Georgia, who were always right in their con- 
victions. He expressed his regrets that his 
os mca was not here, and took occasion to 
a high compliment for his ability and 
ity, and said thathe wished to state 
here, as he had stated on every platform, that 
if Bacon was nominated that no man would 
support hima with more earnestness than him- 
self. He said in this connection that he had 
been represented by the Bacon organs as 
threatening a holt in case Bacon was 
nominated. He was not at all surprised 
at this as it was as near the truth as they had 
been in the habit of getting in reference to 
him. He then admonished his hearers that if 
they wanted to reach the truth they must 
read the Bacon organs so as to make them

How Columbia County was Fixed for Bacon. 
APPpLinG, Ga., June 3.— Editors Constitution: 


I have attended nearly all the political meetings 


that have been held in this county for the last 
twenty-five years, and have never seen such action 
as was taken at the one on the ist instant, that 
elected Bacon delegates to the gubernatorial! con 
vertion. The following notice was published in 
our county newspaper for three or four weeks pre- 
vious to the meeting, by Mr. John Q. Spiers, secre- 
tary of the county democratic executive commit- 
tee : 

‘Democratic meeting. 

‘The democratic party of Columbia county are 
roqpensed to meet at Appling on the first Tuesday 
in June. 

“The executive committee are especially request- 
ed to be present. as vacancies are tobe filled and 
otber business of importance transacted. 

“J. Q. Spires, Secretary. 

The supporters of General Gordon thought that 
it was Cailed merely to elect a new executive com- 
mittee, they to organize and elect their chairman 
and then the committee would appoint the time 
and manner of selecting delegates to the several 
conventions. After the committee was organized 
a resolution was offered thatthe meeting proceed 
to elect delegates tothe gubernatorial and con- 
gressional conventions. The Gordon men opposed 
this and contended that it could not be done at 
that meeting as no notice of such action had been 
given. The Bacon men contended that the above 
notice was suilicient. The Gordon men would 
haye preferred a primary election, but stated to 
the meeting that they were willing to 
leave it to a convention duly advertised. 
Mr. Spiers, who had the notice of meeting pub- 
lished, was called on to know what the meeting 
was intended for, and he there stated that it was 
merely to organize, as before stated, and said 
further, that he and Mr. Luke, another member of 
the committee, were all of the committee that were 
present when the notice was given and that as 
their chairman was dead (the Hon. R.S8. Neal, 
cuairman, died last year) he only] advertised to 
organize Notwithstanding all this the Bacon men 
passed their resolution bya vote of 60 to 51, and 
appointed delegates instructed for Bacon. 

It has been the custom in this county for the 
Chairman of the executive committee to call a 
mect.ng to organize and appoint delegates to the 
guber ne torial and congressional con- 
ventions, but it was always 
advertised that these delegates would be appoint- 
ea or elected at the meeting. I had no idea how 
the county stood asto Gordon and Bacon until 
this meeting; but I now believe that if Gordon 
could baye had a fair show he would have carried 
iteasily. The largest portion of men at the meet- 
ing was from that portion ofSthe county. through 
which the Georgia railroad runs, the other dis- 
tricts ofthe county being scarcely represented. 
General Gordon’s supporters, when they found 
thatthe Bacon party had come to elect delegates 
that day, thought thatthe Bacon party would not 
force an election after hearing the statement of 


Messrs. Spiers and Luke, the committeemen, 
and who were both Bacon men, as 
our county has_ been noted for fair 


dealing in such matters, and resorted to primary 
elections whenever asked to obtain the voice of 
the people. *Several of the Bacon party voted 
with the Gordon party against the resolution forc- 
ing an election at that time, and pronounced it an 
outrage, I have endeavored to give a true state- 
ment of the proceedings, and hupe you will pub- 
lish it, as I believe the people mad know it, aud 
that a large majority will coudemn it.

THE VOICE OF RICHMOND COUNTY 
THROTTLED. 


W bile thejCourthouse Retainers Hold Close Commnun- 
ion with Themselves—No Room for “Common 
Varmers,” and no Chance for them to 
Vote—Other News Notes, Ete., Etc. 


Avcvsta, Ga. Jane 4.—[Special,]—The 
mats meet ng of the democrats of Richmond 
county met today in the yard of the court- 
house, with about one thousand people pres- 
ent. Cheries H. Harper, the chairman of the 
democratic executive committee, called the 
meeting to order. 

CUMMING IN THE CHAIR. 

After the order for the meeting by the ex- 
ecntive committee was read, Jos. B. Camming 
was upanimously elected chairman. He then 
arose,and thanked the meeting for the conspicu- 
ous honor placed on him in calling him to pre- 
side. He asked for the sincere co-operation of 
every man present, and that everything be 
done in honesty to both candidates. He then 
stated the object of the meeting, and said that 
we are a)l citizens of the same county, and we 
all would agree in our own welfare and do 
the right; that there was no room for passion 
nor heat, to keep cool and give every man his 
right; that a victory not fairly won was worse 
than defeat. Let us so conduct ourselves that 
no man could leave with dissatisfaction as to 
the right of what we did. 

Colonel J. M. Graham was elected secretary, 
together with the reporters of the press. 

WALSH PUT TO THE TEST. 

Hon. Pat Walsh then said: “Let us have a 
fair count and the honest voice of Richmond 
county for the selection of their chief magis- 
trate.” He then read a resolution in eulogy of 
Bacon, and nominated alarge number of dele- 
gates to represent Richmond county, and 
moved that the election be held at once by the 
meeting. 

Colonel C, C. Jones said that he did not want 
to interrupt the harmony of the meeting; that 
we had the supreme power of Richmond coun- 
ty present, and he wanted the free will of the 
whole people. Let the people give forth their 
full expression of choice, which cannot be done 
at this mass meeting. He then offered the 
following as a substitute to Mr. Walsh’s 
motion, that fa democratic primary election 
be held on the 25th of June, and that it be 
held as an ordinaay election at the various 
wards and precincts, keeping the polls open 
all day, and that two friends of each candi- 
date be at the box, and in that way declare 
what the voice of the county really is. 
AND HE SHOWS HIMSELF AERAID OF 

PEOPLE. 

Colonel Jones’s amendment was voted 
down by the Bacon men. 

Dr. Eugene Foster then moved that a bal- 
lot-box be opened in some convenient place 
in the courthouse, and be kept open until 
seven o’clock today, so that the mass meeting 
might vote by ballot and prevent all unfair- 
ness. 

Colonel Tutt moved to lay this motion on 
the table, which cut off discussion of its mer- 
its, and the motion to lay on the table was 
carried by the votes of the Bacon men, 

Mr.Wal-h’s motion was then put to the meet- 
ing and adopted. His name was added to the 
list of delegates. 

On motion of John S. Davidson, the pres- 
ent statehouse officers were recommended 
unanimously for re-election. 

The meeting then adjourned. 

THE FRAUD MADE PLAIN, 

While the county has gone for Bacon, and 
he seems to hold the majority, if it had been 
put to primary election then Gordon’s strength 
would show itself and Bacon would have been 
defeated. Knowing this, the Bacon men voted 
down every motion for primary and ballot, and 
being in majority on the field, they carried 
things their own way, and have the vote una 
voce at the meeting. The only division was 
on Colonel Jones’s resolution in regard to the 
the primaries, and was not a test of the 
strength of our party. At the vote there was 
so much confusion that not one-half the voters 
uaderstood what they were voting for, and it 
was no fair test. The manner of voting being 
very confusing, the voters going around in a 
circle, and were counted as long as they con- 
tinued to go around. 

The meeting was called for twelve 
o'clock, but was delayed by the 
chairman, as the hscks, wagonsand carts hired 
by the Bacon men to bring in the Bacon 
voters had not arrived. 

Richmond county has five thousand demo- 
cratic voters.

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SHE GAINS THE COVINGTON AND 
MACON RAILROAD. 


Bersre. W. B. Thomas and 4. BH. Hodgson in New 
Yorkto Comnsummate the Contracts—Georgis 
Midland Connections— Effect Upon Rail- 
y roads Now in Operation, Erc., Ete. 


The prospects of Athens as a railroad center 
are brightening. 

Thureday, at 50’clock, Messrs. W. B. Thomas 
and A. H. Hodgson, of that city, went to New 
York via the Northeastern railroad and the 
Piedmont Air-Line, to consummate contracts 
by which y will obtain for Athens the 
northern us of the Covington and Macon 
railroad. These gentlemen went to New 
York by invitation of the builders of the Cov- 
ington and Macon, carrying with them positive 
assurances that the road would terminate at 
Athens. 

It was originally intended that the northern 
terminus of the road should be at a point on 
the Atlanta and Charlotte division of the 
Piedmont Air-Line, near Gainesville. It 
is not clear what inducements have 
led to the change. As it is the 
intention of the builders of the road toextend 
it eouth from Macon s0 as to connect with the 
Plant system of Florida railroads, it will be 
seen that Athens will be greatly the gainer. 

But the good fortune of Athens does not 
stop with this. Messrs. Thomas and Hodgson 
also carried to New York positive assurances 
that the Georgia Midland railroad would con- 
nect with the Covington and Macon at some 
point south of Atlanta. This connection will 
virtually give Athens both roads. 

It is known that an alliance has been formed © 
between the Covington and Macon and the 
Savannah, Dublin, and Western railroad, and 
it is understood that the Georgia Midland will 
be admitted to the compact. By this arrange- 
ment, Athens really becomes the northern ter- 
minus of three important trunk lines, which 
pass through inviting territories. 

A WELL INFORMED RAILROAD MAN 
said to a CoNSTITUTION reporter yesterday 
thatthe construction of the Covington and 
Macor, the Savannah, Dublin and Westera, 
and the Georgia Midland, would -necessitate 
the reconstruction of the railroad map of Geor-

“Not only that,” he continued, “but it will 
necessitate the formation of a number of new 
combinations. These roads will cut intothe 
territory of the Central and East Tennessee, 
Virginia. and Georgia railroads, and will take 
away a large part of their patronage. Just 
Observe the situationa momeut: ‘The Cov- 
ingion and Macon will compete with both 
roadsfor all northern patronage and a good 
share of western patronage. From Macon the 
Covington and Macon,I understand, will be 
extended to Fiorida. That will make more 
competition for the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia railroad. 
Irom the same city, the Savannah, Floridaand 
Dub in will push out to Savannah and Ameri- 
cus, competing with the Central railroad at 
the two most important centers ofits territory. 
The Georgia Midland will compete with the 
Central at Columbus and Griffin, and it will 
also disturb the business of the Atlanta and 
West Point. Viewed from any standpoint, the 
coustruction of these three roads will break 
up present railroad alignments.” ; 

‘What effect wiil the Augusta and Chatta- 
nooga railroad have?”’ 

“It will make competition for the Georgia 
railroad, for the East Tenneasee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad, and for the Western and 
Atiantic railroad. Whenever that road is c>m- 
pleted there will be music in the ai®from the 
roads now 1n operation.” 

RUMORS OF DISAGREEMI Nfs 

among the directors and chief ofticials of at 
least one of the leading railroads of Georgia 
have disturbed railroad circles in Atlanta for 
several months. These disagreements, it is 
said, bave resulted from differences as tothe 
policy to be pursued in view of the construc- 
tion of new competing lines. At one time the 
disagreements almost caused the resignation of 
a president. According tothe rumors, certain 
directors proposed thata more liberal policy 
should be pursued towards Atlanta, and, per- 
haps, other Georgia cities. Certain other di- 
rectors and the president objected. A dead 
lock resulted, which will probably continue 
untilan aunual election of directors takes 
place. 

In speaking of this dead lock, the railroad 
man already quoted, said: 

“if the new roads now being construct» 


ed were to terminate in Atlanta, 
she would, of course, be greatly bene. 
fitted. But every one of them will run 


around her. What the effect will be, I am not 
prepared to say.” 

‘Will not the proposed line to the sea pre- 
vent serious consequences ?”’ 

“I think it will. I have thought that such 
consequences could be avoided by building 
lines tou connect with the new roads. Atlanta 
could easily do this, because such lines need 
not be long. The plan would cause less ex- 
pense than building aline to the sea. One 
thing is certain: Atlanta needs to be on the 
alert, ready to act promptly for her interesis.”’

con will be completed to Athens this year, and

Ford invited Peddy, the 
young man who brought in the mule and 
wagon, to go down to the Gate City hotel and 
take dinner with him, and while Peddy was 
eating the outfit was spirited away. Ford con- 
tracted with Miller & Brady to take charge, 
and after a few days Mr. J. W. McConnell 
bought the mule for $75. Ford made him a 
bill ot sale. Ford skipped out and was arrest- 
ed in St. Louis.
